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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches 
in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved hy this Assembly — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Ros- 
well Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. 
Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their 
associates; be, and they are hereby made and constituted a body politic 
and corporate, by the name of the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and their 
successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be capable of 
suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what 
nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter or change at 
pleasure: and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey away 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not 
exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, whatever may 
be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other 
officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make 
By-Laws respecting the munber, qualification, and duties of their officers 
and members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of members, 
the time, the place, and manner of holding their meetings, the number 
necessary to form a quorum, and all other By-Laws and regulations 
the said Convention may deem necessary for the government and due 
regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects 
of said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant 
to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the 
Baptist Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of 
Middlesex, on the second Wednesday of June, A.D. 1824, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly ■ — That said corporation be hereafter called 
and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed twenty five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly — That the resolution incorporating The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept and hold 
absolutely or as trustees, such funds as may be given, devised, or be- 
queathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may be desired 
by the instrument making such gift, devise or bequest, when such funds, 
or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit of 
said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 

CONVENTION 

(Adopted October 22 , 1953) 

(Amended October 23, 1959) 

ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this organization shall be THE CONNECTICUT 
BAPTIST CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE II. PURPOSE 

The purpose of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of 
the Gospel; the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches in Con- 
necticut; to promote the missionary, evangelistic, and educational programs 
of our State and American Baptist Conventions; to encourage, and aid 
those who have been called into special Christian service from our Bap- 
tist churches; to express the high moral and spiritual standards of our 
churches on public issues where moral or social standards are involved; 
to cooperate as fully as our faith and practice will permit in the great 
ecumenical program of Christian work and service conducted by our 
World, National, and State Councils of Churches. 


ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. Membership in this convention shall consist of all churches 
of Connecticut which are in accord with the purposes of the Convention 
as set forth in Article II, 'each such church having made a gift of record of 
funds to the Convention during the year last preceding the annual session 
being entitled to representation by its pastor and by one delegate for 
each hundred and each fraction of a hundred resident members and for 
each church school connected with it; provided, however, that no church 
shall have more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Section 2. All members of the National Boards and officers of the 
American Baptist Convention residing within the State, officers of this 
Convention, members of its Board of Managers, and members of all 
committees appointed in accordance with its By-Laws; and the President 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the American 
Baptist Men of Connecticut, and the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellow- 
ship shall be delegates, ex officio, to the sessions of this Convention, 
having all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 


ARTICLE IV. MEETINGS 

Section 1. The Annual session of the Convention shall begin on the 
third Wednesday in October of each year, but in an emergency, the 
Executive Committee of the Board of Managers may select an alternate 
date. 


Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, at the 
direction of the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any 
niunber shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Section 4. The annual session shall be under the control of the Pro- 
gram Committee, which shall have power to make arrangements for 
speakers, excepting the preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion 
the time to speakers as the different departments of the work may require, 
subject to the approval of the Convention. 
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Section 5. The proceedings of all meetings shall be regulated by the 
accepted rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Section 6. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be the same as 
that of the American Baptist Convention. 


ARTICLE V. ELECTIVE OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a 
First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Third Vice-President, a 
Treasurer who may be either a person or a bank, and a Recording 
Secretary who shall be the Executive Secretary of the Convention. 

Section 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer, and the Recording 
Secretary, may be elected for two successive terms, after which they 
will not be eligible for re-election to the same office in the succeeding 
year. They shall serve from the close of the annual session at which they 
are elected until the close of the next annual session, or until their 
successors have been chosen. The Treasurer and Recording Secretary 
shall be chosen by the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. The duties of the officers shall be such as in common 
practice pertain to their respective offices. 

Section 4. In the event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of 
President, the First Vice-President shall act as President. If the office of 
Fust Vice-President also becomes vacant, the Second Vice-President shall 
perform the duties of President. Should vacancies occur in all these of- 
fices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall elect a President to 
serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal of an officer 
from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Section 5. Duties of Treasurer 

A. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the 
Convention; both invested and current, receiving and disbursing 
or investing the same as directed by the Finance Committee, 
keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the Con- 
vention, and reporting and accounting to the Convention an- 
nually, and quarterly, if directed by the Finance Committee. 

B. The Treasiuer shall make payments out of the treasury on 
written order from the Executive Secretary of the Board of Man- 
agers, and a listing of all such payments shall be given to the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee. 

C. The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in 
such sum as the Finance Committee may require. 

Section 6. Duties of Auditor. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of 
all financial agents of the Convention annually at the end of each fiscal 
year and report to the Convention through the Finance Committee; or 
quarterly, if the Committee shall require. 


ARTICLE VT. ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICERS 

Section 1. An Executive Secretary, a Director of Promotion and 
Evangelism, and a Director of Christian Education, and such additional 
staff as are deemed necessary for our work shall be chosen by the Board 
of Managers. 

Section 2. The terms and conditions of employment of any staff 
members shall be subject to the mutual agreement of the Board of Man- 
agers and these staff members. The retirement age of all staff personnel 
shall be age sixty-five (65) . The period of service may be extended by 
annual review for not more than three years upon recommendation to 
the Board of Managers by the Executive Committee excluding Staff 
Personnel. 

: * Y 
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Section 3. Duties of Executive Secretary. 

A. The Executive Secretary shall supervise the entire work of the 
Convention, under the authority of the Board of Managers and 
its Executive Committee. He shall attend all meetings of the 
Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, to advise con- 
cerning the work, but shall not have the right to vote. 

B. It shall be his duty to visit, counsel and encourage the churches, 
particularly those aided by the Convention, as there shall be oppor- 
tunity, and to seek to lead them into increasing participation in 
the work of the denomination. 

C. With the authority of the Board of Managers or its Executive 
Committee, he may pledge financial aid to churches or mission- 
aries. With the consent of the chairman of the Finance Committee, 
he may expend a sum not in excess of $200.00 for emergency aid 
to churches or missionaries within the Convention. 

D. He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the 
Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, and shall have 
charge of the publishing of The Connecticut Baptist. 

Section 4. Duties of the Director of Promotion and Evangelism. The 
Director of Promotion and Evangelism shall have the responsibility of di- 
recting the program of promotion as it relates to the Division of AVorld 
Mission Support of the American Baptist Convention, and shall be charged 
with the responsibility of directing a program of evangelism for the State 
Convention and local churches, and cooperate in the total convention 
program. He shall report regularly to the Convention. 

Section 5. Duties of the Director of Christian Education. The Director 
of Christian Education shall supervise the work and program of Christian 
Education within the State, and cooperate in the total convention program. 
He shall report regularly to the Convention. 

Section 6. Other Staff Officers. Additional staff members shall serve 
under the direction of the Executive Secretary, subject to the terms of 
their employment. 

ARTICLE VII. CONVENTION COMMITTEES 
Section 1. The following Standing Committees shall be appointed 
each year to report at the next annuai session: 

A. Committee on Place and Preacher for the next session, con- 
sisting of five members. 

B. Program Committee for the next session, consisting of seven 
or more members, including the President of the Convention, 
Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, American Bap- 
tist Men of Connecticut, and the Connecticut Baptist Youth 
Fellowship, the Executive Secretary of the Convention, and the 
pastor of the entertaining church. 

C. Committee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and 
Members of the Board of Managers, consisting of one member 
from each association, elected by the association (at their annual 
meetings) . The member from the association in which the annual 
session of the Convention is to be held shall be chairman. Vacan- 
cies on the committee shall be filled by appointment by the 
President of Convention. 

D. Committee on Enrollment for the next session, consisting of 
three members. 

E. Obituary Committee, consisting of a member from each as- 
sociation. 

F. Committee on Resolutions, consisting of six or more members 
representing all the associations. 
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Section 2. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appoint- 
ed by the President, who shall be a member, ex officio, of all committees. 

ARTICLE VIII. BOARD OP MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of all 
elected officers of the Convention; and forty-five (45) additional members 
chosen by ballot at each annual session of the Convention for term of 
three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of the elective 
members expire each year. 

Section 2. Members of the Board of Managers, other than the elec- 
tive officers, may serve for two successive terms of three years each, or 
a total of six years only; after which they shall not be eligible for election 
to the same office in the succeeding year. 

Section 3. The Treasurer, when a person, the President of the Woman’s 
Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the President of the American 
Baptist Men of Connecticut, the President of the Connecticut Baptist 
Youth Fellowship, the moderators of all associations, the Superintendent 
of the Pierce Baptist Home, and such representatives of national so- 
cieties of the American Baptist Convention as shall be appointed by 
them to serve on the Committee on Missionary Cooperation, shall be, ex 
officio, members of the Board. 

Section 4. The elective membership of the Board of Managers shall 
be divided as nearly equally as practicable between ministers, laymen, and 
laywomen. 

Section 5. The Board of Managers shall be vested with aU the 
authority of the Convention when the latter is not in session unless other- 
wise limited by these By Laws. 


Section 6. Meetings of Board Managers. 

A. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the 
year, as follows; one within a month after the adjournment of 
the annual session of the Convention; one on a date in April or 
May, determined by itself; and one on the opening day of the next 
annual session of the Convention. 

B. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, 
and shall be called by him upon a request in writing by five 
members of the Board. 

C. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the 
Board, unless appropriate excuse is offered to the President, shall 
be considered as creating a vacancy. Removal of a member from 
the State shall automatically create a vacancy. The Board shall 
have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership between 
annual sessions of the Convention. 

D. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In 
his absence the order of ascendency to the chairmanship shall 
be: First Vice-President, Second Vice-President, Third Vice-Pres- 
ident. If no one of these officers is present, the Recording Secre- 
tary shall convene the meeting which will proceed to elect a 
chairman pro tempore. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

E. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of 
all its proceedings. 

Section 7. Duties. 

A. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the 
Convention between sessions and have supervision of all the 
work of the Convention. It shall have power to appoint all neces- 
sary administrative staff members, an auditor, and a treasurer 
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who may be either a person or a bank of approved standing, 
and such agents as may be needed properly to conduct the work 
of the Convention, fixing the salary of the same, and requiring 
bond of all handling money. It shall make all appropriations for 
the aid of churches, and payment of the salaries of missionaries 
and other workers in accordance with the rules laid down in 
these By-Laws. 

B. Authority in all financial and business matters shall rest 
with the Board, including the investment of funds, the raising 
and spending of money for the work of the Convention, and the 
preparation and supervision of an annual budget providing for 
the work of all departments. 

C. The Board shall act as agent of the Division of World Mis- 
sion Support of the American Baptist Convention for raising and 
remitting money in the State for the Unified Budget of the 
American Baptist Convention on terms to be mutually arranged. 

D. The Board shall cooperate, on such terms as shall be mutually 
acceptable, with other denominational boards desiring to under- 
take work in this State. 

E. At the first meeting after the annual session of the Conven- 
tion, the Board shall appoint the following standing committees, 
membership on which is not restricted wholly to Board members: 

1. Finance Committee, consisting of six members and the 
President. 

2. Maintenance Committee of three members consisting of a 
layman, a laywoman and a minister. 

3. Committee on Christian Education of seven or more members. 

4. Committee on Christian Higher Education of five or more 
members. 

5. Publicity Committee of five or more members. 

6. Committee on Church Welfare, Planning and Research of 
seven or more members. 

7. Committee on Evangelism consisting, as far as practicable, of 
one member from each association. 

8. Committee on Social Concerns of five or more members. 

9. Committee on Stewardship of five or more members. 

10. Committee on World Mission Support, consisting of nine or 
more members. In addition to the Woman’s Baptist Mission 
Society of Connecticut, each national society of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Convention shaU have the right tO' appoint one 
member who shall be, ex officio, a member of the committee. 

11. Executive Committee, consisting of seventeen or more mem- 
bers including the President, the three Vice-Presidents, the 
chairmen of all standing committees of the Board, and ex 
officio, the President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, the President of the American Baptist Men 
of Connecticut, and the President of the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Youth Fellowship, 

F. A report of its transactions shall be made by the Board an- 
nually at the Convention. 
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ARTICLE IX. DUTIES OP THE COMMITTEES OP THE 
BOARD OP MANAGERS 


Section 1. Pinance. 

A. The Pinance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the 
handling of all monies of the Convention and the investing of 
trust funds, subject to the approval of the Board of Managers. 
The Executive Secretary may issue orders upon the Treasurer for 
the payment of monies upon authorization of the Board or its 
Executive Committee. 

B. The Committee shall not permit any funds of the Convention 
to be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, member of the Board of 
Managers, or any corporation or business enterprise in which any 
of them is personally interested; or permit the use or handling of 
permanent funds belonging to the Convention in any way other 
than authorized by the Board of Managers, except scholarship 
funds of the Convention now administered by the Committee on 
Christian Higher Education. 

C. The Committee shall see that financial agents of the Con- 
vention make their reports covering the same period. 

D. The Committee shall keep accurate minutes of its business 
and report its transactions to the Board of Managers, and make 
such reports as may be requested to the Convention, in conjunction 
with the Treasm’er’s statements. 

Section 2. Committee on Maintenance 

A. The Committee on Maintenance shall be responsible for the 
inspection and maintenance of the Convention property, including 
the Convention Headquarters building and grounds and the staff 
residences which we now own or may acquire. Alteration, additions 
or improvements shall be approved by this committee. They shall 
have the authority to spend the appropriations provided for this 
work in the Convention budget. 

B. The Committee shall secure necessary personnel for the main- 
tenance of the property and set up any necessary rules or regula- 
tions governing its use. 

Section 3. Committee on Christian Education. 

A. The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work 
of Christian Education in its various phases, including Church 
School and youth activities, teacher training, church vacation 
schools, and all other lines of instruction and study included 
in a comprehensive and baianced program of Christian Educa- 
tion for the local church. 

B. The Committee shall maintain cooperation with the Board of 
Education and Publication of the American Baptist Convention. 

C. The Committee shall approve all Christian education pro- 
grams before they may be promoted in the State in the name of 
the Convention, except those under the supervision of the Commit- 
tee on Christian Higher Education. 

D. The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
session. 

Section 4. Committee on Christian Higher Education. 

A. The Committee on Christian Higher Education shall: 

1. Work with Baptist students in the schools and colleges of our 
State and shall promote the Baptist Student Movement. 
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2. Promote Theological Education and the recruitment of full 
time Christian workers. 

3. Promote conferences on Christian and church-related vo- 
cations and on the in-service training of ministers in con- 
sultation with the State Permanent Council. 

4. Promote the Institutional Budget. 

5. Supervise and allocate the scholarships given by the Connec- 
ticut Baptist Convention. 

B. The Committee shall maintain cooperation with the Board of 
Education and Publication of the American Baptist Convention. 

C. The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
session. 

Section 5. Committee on Publicity and Public Relations. The Com- 
mittee on Publicity and Public Relations shall have charge of the publi- 
cation of The Connecticut Baptist, appointing a business manager and cO' 
operating with him or her in circulating this journal as widely as possible. 
It shall undertake also the distribution of such literature as will acquaint 
the churches with the work and needs of the Convention. 

Section 6. Committee on Church Welfare Planning and Research. 

The Committee on Church Welfare, Planning, and Research 
shall have the following functions: 

1. It shall be charged with the development of all appropriate 
surveys and research connected with parish evaluations, the 
planning of new churches, city mission projects, relocation of 
churches, discontinuance of churches and missions. 

2. It shall recommend all appropriations to the Board of Man- 
agers of the Connecticut Baptist Convention for work done 
under its supervision. 

3. It shall consider all requests for aid from member-churches 
of the Convention. 

4. It shall be responsible for maintaining relations with the Plan- 
ning and Strategy Committee of the Connecticut Council of 
Churches. 


Section 7. Committee on Evangelism. The Committee on Evangelism 
shall serve as the medium through which the Convention shall cooperate 
with the churches in promoting evangelism in the State. It shall seek 
particularly to lead in evangelistic endeavor in the churches aided by 
the Convention, reporting to the Convention at the annual session. 


Section 8. Committee on Social Concerns. The Committee on Social 
Concerns shall represent the Convention, subject to the direction of the 
Board of Managers, in measures of cooperation with social agencies and 
the social concerns departments of other religious organizations; and, from 
time to time, shall bring to the attention of the Convention causes merit- 
ing consideration. 

Section 9. The Committee on Stewardship. 

A. The Committee on Stewardship shall serve as the means 
through which the Convention shall promote the idea of Christian 
Stewardship (among the churches of the Convention) as “the 
practice of systematic and proportionate giving of time, abilities 
and material possession, based on the conviction that these are 
a trust from God to be used in His service and for the benefit of 
all mankind.” 
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B. The Committee shall maintain a close cooperation with De- 
partment of Stewardship of the Division of World Mission Support 
of ithe American Baptist Convention for the purpose of using the 
many resources of literature, drama, visual aids and publicity 
which are at our disposal. 

O. The Committee shall cooperate with the Committees on Mis- 
sionary Cooperation and Publicity whenever the need becomes 
necessary that, in the work of our Convention, we may practice 
Christian stewardship. 

Section 10. Committee on World Mission Support. The Committee on 
World Mission Support, subject to the authority of the Board of Managers, 
shall direct the cooperative relationship of the Convention with the Divi- 
sion of World Mission Support of the American Baptist Convention, and 
all work arising therefrom commonly embraced under the head of pro- 
motion according to the terms of the agreement with the Division of World 
Mission Support, rendering annually to the Convention and the Division 
such reports as may be required. 


Section 11. Executive Committee. 

A. The Executive Committee shall meet twice yearly, in Decem- 
ber or January, and in June or July, and shall hold special 
meetings, whenever necessary, at the call of the President. It shall 
transact all business arising between meetings of the Board of 
Managers and pass on all applications for aid from churches not 
acted on by the Board; provided, however, that no contract or 
agreement made by the committee shall remain in force beyond 
the time of the next meeting of the Board of Managers, unless 
approved by the Board, except in matters which have been referred 
to it with power. It shall make a full report of all transactions 
to the Board of Managers. Seven (7) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

B. All standing committees named in this article shall keep 
accurate and complete records of their proceedings in permanent 
form and make reports to the Board of Managers when necessary. 

Section 12. Committee on Reorganization of the Board of Managers. 
Within one week after the annual election of members to the Board of 
Managers, the President shall name a committee of five members from 
the Board who, together with the Executive Secretary, shall organize the 
committees of the Board of Managers, naming the personnel and the chair- 
man of each committee. They shall report at the first regular meeting 
of the Board following the annual election. 


ARTICLE X. COMMISSION ON RELATIONS WITH OTHER CHURCH 

ORGANIZATIONS 

The President shall appoint, each year, the number of delegates re- 
quired to represent the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches, 
one of which shall be nominated by the Committee on Church Welfare, 
Planning and Research (merged committee of the Town and Country 
Committee and City Coromittee) , and this person shall serve as our 
representative on the Planning and Strategy Committee of the Con- 
necticut Council of Churches. These delegates shall constitute a commission 
of the Convention in matters relating to our cooperation with this organ- 
ization, and other denominational or ecumenical church bodies. In all 
matters requiring a commitment of the Convention, final approval shall 
be given by the Board of Managers or the Executive Committee. 
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ARTICLE XI. RULES GOVERNING APPROPRIATIONS 

Section 1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their 
quarterly reports to the Board through the Executive Secretary. All ap- 
propriations to chui’ches shall be made quarterly, and no application for 
aid will be considered until the report of the churches has been received. 
Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in October, 
January, April, and July. 

Section 2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made 
to churches only when such churches have settled pastors, when they have 
made, within the year preceding, a contribution toward the Unified Budget 
of the American Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied 
the Board of Managers that their methods of raising funds are systematic 
and adapted to obtaining the largest possible support from their local 
constituencies. 

Section 3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in 
the judgment of the Board of Managers, the pastor of the church is not 
considered worthy of such aid. It is, therefore, required that any church 
without a pastor applying for aid shall confer with the Executive Secre- 
tary before the choice and settlement of a pastor. 

Section 4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made to- 
ward the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Board of Managers shall have been obtained; and in all cases where 
such appropriations amount to $500.00, or more, the chinch or society so 
aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of the property, 
which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board of 
Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 


ARTICLE XII. STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council consisting of 
nine members appointed by the President of the Convention for three 
years, and so far as practicable, representing all the associations and so 
constituted that the terms of one-third of the members shall expire an- 
nually. Three members of the Council shall be laymen and the Executive 
Secretary of the Convention shall be, ex officio, a member. The chairman 
of the Council shall be named annually by the President of the Conven- 
tion. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Council to invite candidates for 
ordination to review the standards of ordination of both the Baptist State 
Ministers’ Council, and the American Baptist Ministers’ Council. When 
requested to do so by any pastor or church group of this Convention, it 
shall send representatives to confer on matters relating to the relationships 
of pastors and congregations or on matters pertaining to the relationship 
of the Church to the Convention. 


ARTICLE XIII. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws may be altered, amended, or repealed by a three-fourths 
vote of the delegates present, and voting, provided that the alteration, 
amendment, or repeal is recommended by the Board of Managers, or notice 
of such change is submitted to the churches in writing three months prior to 
the annual session of the Convention, at which such proposed change will 
be presented.

CONVENTION MEETINGS 
Friday Evening 

The All-Convention banquet in the dining room of the Central Church, 
Norwich at 6:30 opened the 139th annual meeting of the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention. Eugene G. Swartz, second vice-president, was the toast 
master; songs for the evening were led by the Rev. Ralph H. Seguine,Jr.; 
Rev. Richard B,. Hardy, first vice-president returned thanks. Following the 
meal, new pastors who had come to Connecticut since the 1961 annual 
meeting, and their wives, were introduced. At the afternoon board meeting 
a resolution was passed that the Rev. Kenneth Cooper express the ap- 
preciation of all to Mr. and Mrs. Horace Gale for the work they both had 
done in the state convention and to convey to them best wishes' for their 
new work in Rochester, N.Y., where Mr. Gale had been called as the new 
treasurer of the Colgate Rochester Divinity School. Mr. and Mrs. Gale 
responded. 

At 8:30 p. m. the meeting reconvened in the sanctuary with Rev. Mr. 
Hardy presiding. Rev. Floyd LaBombard, pastor of the Central Church, 
Norwich, welcomed the convention for the seven churches of the Norwich 
area that were acting as host churches. A highlight of the evening was 
the burning of the mortgage of the Pierce Memorial Baptist Home. Mr. 
Hardy introduced Mrs. Amasa Pierce, president of the Board of Trustees 
of the Home, who held the receptacle. Mr. Clinton Wood, treasurer, burned 
the mortgage, with Mrs. Harley Nelson, superintendent and the Rev. Dr. 
Clayton Smith, another member of the Board of Trustees of the Home, 
looking on. Dr. Smith gave recognition to all who had helped to make the 
Home a success during the past decade and looked forward to the next 
ten years. He unveiled an architect’s sketch of the “new vision” for future 
expansion of 'the Home. 

The Rev. Nicholas Titus introduced the speaker of the evening. Rev. 
Dr. Winthrop Hudson, professor of Church History of the Colgate Roches- 
ter Divinity School, writer for the Encyclopedia Britannica, Christian 
Century and other magazines, whose topic was “Where Do Baptists Stand 
in the Unity parade?” Rev. Richard Hardy pronounced the benediction. 
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Saturday Morning, October 20 

9:15 a. m. Bible Study — “Portraits of Christ” — Rev. Louis J. Shepler 
9:45 a. m. “Coffee and ...” 

At 10:00 a. m. the 139th annual business session of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention was called to order by Mrs. Amasa D. Pierce, presi- 
dent, following a hymn led by the Rev. Ralph H. Seguine,, Jr., song leader 
for the convention. The Rev. Dr. Merle H. Mason presented the program 
which was laymen centered, with the suggestion that the time given for 
resolutions not extend beyond 11:00 a. m. Motion was made to receive 
the printed program as the order of the day, the time for resolutions to 
extend only until 11:00 a. m. After discussion, voted. 

Rev. Dr. Albert W. Sheckells, chairman of the resolutions committee, 
explained that the resolutions had been sent to the churches in advance 
for consideration. He suggested that since resolutions 1 and 2 are de- 
nominational programs, they could be referred to the convention board 
of managers. It was voted to accept these first two resolutions. Dr. Sheck- 
ells, presented the mimeographed resolutions as the report of the chair- 
man of the resolutions committee. Motion was made and seconded to 
receive the report. Voted. 

Resolution #3 concerned Medical Care for the Aged and was the sub- 
ject of much discussion. Dr. William J. Beard made a motion that the 
preamble, as mimeographed, be stricken out. Seconded and after long dis- 
cussion, voted. The Rev. Edward E. Chipman moved that the preamble 
read as follows: Because of our basic Christian concern for the whole 
person and our desire for the effectiveness in implementing that con- 
cern .... More discussion followed. Rev. Paul Humphreys moved that 
because of the inability of the group to get together on the floor, the mat- 
ter be layed on the table. Seconded and voted. 

Since it was after 11:00 a,, m. further consideration of the resolutions 
was closed. Dr. Mason moved to take up the balance of the resolutions 
from 3:30 to 4:15 p. m. Voted. 

Radio Station CBC was “on the air” again in 1962 with Richard T. 
Purchase, pastor of the Lebanon Church, the announcer. Mr. Purchase 
interviewed the Rev. WiUard D. Callender of the M. & M. Board who 
reported that 29 Connecticut churches received a Communion offering of 
$2500 the previous year but that $4500 had come back to Connecticut in 
relief. Mr. Purchase also interviewed the Rev. Dr. Mark Rich, Director of 
Continuing Education, Department of Theological Education, Board of 
Education and Publication of the American Baptist Convention. 

Mr. William K. Waterson, business manager of Missions Magazine, 
spoke for the magazine and said the next Sunday, October 28, would be 
designated Missions Magazine Sunday. 

Rev. Earl Abel, chairman of the Christian Education Committee, 
assisted by Walter Wood, J. Nelson Harger, Ethelyn Nichols, Peter Young, 
Rev. Alex H. Elsesser and Rev. E. Wiliam Ortolf, director, reported on 
the work of the committee for 1961-62. Emphasis is being placed on lead- 
ership education schools in the five associations, children’s work, work- 
shops for vacation church school leaders. Plans are being made to raise 
money to send next year’s B. Y. F,. president to the 6th B. Y. F. World 
Conference at Beirut, Lebanon in July 1963. Mr. Ortolf said he could not 
accomplish anything in the state without the loyalty and support of the 
committee and its chairman. Mr. Abel moved that the report be re- 
ceived. Voted. 

In the absence of the Rev. Warren L. Molton, chairman, the Rev. 
John H. Zendzian, Jr. reported for the Christian Higher Education Com- 
mittee and moved that the mimeographed report be adopted. Seconde<-l 
and voted. 

Rev. Howard E. May, Jr., chairman of the Christian Social Concerns 
Committee, presented his report as mimeographed and moved its ar- 
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ceptance. Seconded and voted. Mr. May stressed the need to consider 
controversial issues and announced that the annual conference on alcohol- 
ism would be on October 23. 

The Rev. Dr. Clayton F. Smith, chairman of the committee on Church 
Welfare, Planning and Research Committee, introduced the Rev. Edward 
E. Chipman, consultant for the convention in church extension, who spoke 
of the need for Baptists to care for the additional people in our state 
caused by the population explosion. Plans are being made for church ex- 
tension conferences with association leaders to meet with the Rev. Dr. 
John Barker, Church Extension Director for the American Baptist Con- 
vention. Dr. Smith moved the acceptance of this report. Voted. 

Rev. James McBride, chairman, moved to receive the report of the 
Committee on World Mission Support, as mimeographed. Voted. Mr. 
McBride also moved that the Convention adopt the goal of $197,769' as the 
Connecticut Baptist Convention’s 1963 share of the American Baptist 
Convention Unified Budget. Voted. 

The reports of the Publicity and Public Relations Committee, Rev. 
Donald A. Robinson, chairman, and the Commission on Relations 
with Other Organizations, the Rev. Paul M. Humphreys, chairman, were 
received as mimeographed. 

C. Stanton Gallup, chairman of the Long Range Planning Committee, 
said his committee was not concerned with the immediate future but was 
planning five to ten years hence. Mr. Gallup’s motion that his report as 
mimeographed be received was voted. 

Staff reports. The Rev. F. William Ortolf, director of Christian 
Education, spoke concerning his work and gave a resume of the summer 
camping at Camp Wightman. The Convention accepted Mr. Ortolf’s re- 
port as mimeographed. 

Rev. Major L. Johnson submitted his report as director of Evangelism 
and Promotion, and reminded the convention ithat there were only two 
more months before the end of the year in which to bring the Unified 
Budget giving from the churches up to date. Mr,. Johnson moved the ac- 
ceptance of his report, and also the acceptance of the report of the 
Evangelism Committee in the absence of the Rev. Hal M. Helms, chair- 
man. Voted. 

Rev. Nicholas Titus, executive secretary, presented his report, saying 
it was very evident that the convention was experiencing growing pains 
in every department and phase of its work, including the Home and the 
Camp. The report was accepted. 

Mr. Titus also moved the acceptance of the reports, as printed, of the 
Maintenance Committee, Mr. William Lepper, chairman, and the Perma- 
nent Council, Rev. Heyward M. Foreman, chairman. Voted. 

Mr. Everett G. Patterson, president, moved the acceptance of the 
report of the American Baptist Men of Connecticut, as printed. Voted. 

Rev. Fred Trevorrow, chairman of the Board of Trustees of the Bap- 
tist Camps of Connecticut, Inc., moved that his report be accepted, as 
printed. Voted. 

Peter Young, president of the Baptist Youth Fellowship, reported that 
the first six months had been under the leadership of Miss Heather 
Williams as president. The preceding weekend 110 young people had 
worked at Camp Wightman closing the camp for the season. A Christian 
Citizenship Seminar is being planned for February and the B. Y. F. 
groups are busy around the state raising funds to send a representative 
to the eth B. Y. F. World Conference at Beirut, Lebanon next July. Peter 
also thanked the Rev. Mr. Ortolf and the Rev. Howard May, Jr., B. Y. F. 
advisor, for their help during the past year. He moved the acceptance of 
his report as mimeographed. Voted. 
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The following reports were presented for acceptance: Ministers’ 
Council, the Rev. Carleton Worcester, president; Ministers’ Wives Fellow- 
ship, Mrs. Merle H. Mason, vice-president; Pierce Memorial Baptist Home, 
Mrs. Harley R. Nelson, superintendent; Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, Mrs. William Gardiner, president. 

Mr. Samuel S. Fuller, representing the convention treasurer, the 
Hartford National Bank and Trust Company, reported the finances of 
the convention were in good condition and moved that the report as 
printed in the 1961 Annual be received. Voted. 

The Rev. Earl Abel, chairman, presented the report of the Nominating 
Committee, which was accepted. The officers and Board of Managers as 
presented were elected. (See front of annual for officers and Board 
members. See report of the Baptist Camps of Connecticut, Inc. for Board 
of Trustees.) 


Saturday Afternoon 

At 12:30 the Pastors and Wives Luncheon was held at the First 
Church, Norwich. The Rev. Dr. H. Victor Kane, associate secretary of 
the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board, was the speaker. 

An innovation was introduced at the convention this year. Delegates 
and visitors were assigned to four different churches where luncheon was 
served, followed by discussions in which all participated. Mr. Everett 
Patterson was the leader at the Lebanon Church; Mr. John Kamercia at 
the Union Church, Montville; Mr. Cleon V. Kuntz at the Jewett City 
Church; and Eugene Swartz at the Voluntown Church. 

The Baptist Youth Fellowship met at 1:00 p.m. at the First 
Church, Norwich. Speaker was Delbert Rand, B.Y.F. intern, followed 
by a film presentation and discussion. 

The Convention reconvened at the Central Church, Norwich at 3:30 
to consider the remaining resolutions. The motion by the Rev. Mr. Chip- 
man concerning the preamble of the Medical Care for the Aged reso- 
lution, which had been laid on the table, was brought up for reconsider- 
ation, discussed and voted. (New preamble in Thursday morning’s re- 
port.) The Rev. Carleton Worcester made a motion to change the 
phrase in part one of the same resolution #3 from “that presumes priv- 
ilege of choice” to “that preserves historic privilege of free choice.” 
Voted. 

Resolution #4 on Planned Parenthood was adopted. Resolution #5 
on Racial Discrimination was adopted with the following changes. (2) 
Employees of the church, including the pastor, be selected on the basis 
of merit. (3) All offices and positions of lay leadership in our churches 
be available to all persons, on the basis of qualification. (The phrases 
“and not on the basis of color” and “and not on the basis of race” were 
deleted.) (6) The word “racial” was inserted in the phrase “and any 
other organization where racial discrimination is practiced in granting 
of membership. Also in (8) the words “and race” were added, “rather 
than rejecting them on the basis of their color and race, and that we 
refrain from any participation in neighborhood effort to the contrary.” 

The Rev. Howard May, Jr. made a motion that the following tele- 
gram be sent as further implementation of the Resolution on Racial 
Discrimination : 

Ross Barnett, Governor 

State of Mississippi 

Jackson, Mississippi 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention in annual meeting representing 

Baptists in this State affirm position of Federal government that 
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every state including Mississippi must grant equal rights to Negro 

citizens and we protest your efforts to incite people of this nation 

to defy the law of the nation by force and violence. Voted. 

(This telegram was sent by the Rev. Nicholas Titus, executive secre- 
tary, on October 20.) 

Resolution #6 on Communism was adopted with the following 
change; (4) From “We as churches assign our resources to this task 
rather than to others which now occupy our time and effort . . .” to 
“We as churches assign more of our resources to this task . . .” 

Resolution #7 on Separation of Church and State was adopted with- 
out change. 

Resolution #8 on Ecumenical Cooperation was presented and motion 
made to accept as written. Dr. Beard of the Hull Memorial Church, 
Cheshire, reported that his church has voted against cooperation with 
the National Council of Churches and wishes this so recorded. Resolu- 
tion #8 accepted. 

Resolution #9 on Gambling was presented and motion made to 
accept. Mrs. William Gardiner asked that the word “grab-hags’" be 
deleted since there is an element of surprise in a grab-bag and not 
of gambling. Resolution accepted with correction. 

Rev. Mr. Worcester moved that the convention accept resolution 
#10 on Use of Alcoholic Beverages as presented. Since time given to 
the resolutions was up, it was moved to lay resolutions #10 and #11 
on the table for future discussion. These two resolutions were taken 
from the table at the Saturday evening session. After considerable 
discussion it was voted to accept resolution #10 as originally written. 
Resolution #11 on Legislative reapportionment was accepted. 

The Rev. Mr. Worcester moved that a word of appreciation be 
sent to the Rev. Dr. Sheckells and his committee for the fine work 
they have done. Voted. 

(Resolutions with corrections on file at Convention office.) 

Dr. Mason moved that the convention proceed with the order of 
the day. 

Following a hymn President Pierce introduced Dr. William E. 
Braisted, a medical missionary for the American Baptist Convention, 
who spoke on “God’s Love.” Dr. Braisted said that power in the hands 
of godless men cannot be trusted but where man reaches out in love 
when God has led him to do something, wonderful things happen. God 
says that man cannot have life on God’s earth much longer unless 
God’s love can be brought to dominate. Dr. Braisted concluded by say- 
ing that there is no hope for the world unless God’s Church becomes 
man’s mission to the world. There is no hope for our church and God’s 
Church unless we do even more than we ever dreamed of doing for 
our church and our God. 

The convention separated for the three banquets: youth at the 
Central Church, women at the Congregational Church and men at 
the Y.M.C.A. 


Saturday Evening 

The convention reconvened at 7:00 p.m. in the sanctuary of the 
Central Church, Norwich. Music was furnished by the Eastern Baptist 
College Choir, Mr. Joel Anderson, director, accompanied by organ 
and drum. Robert Miffen, a senior at Eastern, presented a solo, “Fugue 
in G Minor.”

State Convention 


Mrs. Pierce opened the convention for unfinished business. The 
Rev. Mr. LaBombard, pastor of the Central Church, presented the 
local committee and the pastors of the area churches participating 
in entertaining the convention. At this time the remaining resolutions 
were considered, as reported previously. 

Rev. Nicholas Titus introduced Peter Young, B.Y.F. state president, 
and annoimced that the offering Saturday evening and part of the 
Sunday evening offering would be given to the B.Y.F,. for their Beirut 
Fund which would help to send a Connecticut representative to the 
conference next July. 

Rev. Dr. Merle Mason introduced the speaker of the evening. Rev. 
Dr. Thomas D. McDormand, president of the Eastern Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary, who spoke on “Christian Witnessing.” Following a 
prayer by Dr. McDormand the choir of the Eastern Baptist College 
sang the benediction. 


Sunday Morning, October 21 

10:00 a. m. Bible Study — “Portraits of Christ ” — Rev. Louis J. Shepler 
11:00 a. m. Sunday was “Connecticut Baptist Convention Sunday” with 
a pulpit exchange between the various churches. The Rev. Frederick 
R. Bruce, pastor of the Third Church, North Stonington, preached the 
Convention Sermon at the Central Church, Norwich. His subject was 
“Greater Things Than These.” Music was by the choirs of the Third 
Church, North Stonington. 


Sunday Afternoon 

No formal luncheon had been planned but at 3:30 delegates and 
visitors of the Convention met at the First Church of Groton, Old Mystic 
to witness a dramatic presentation entitled “Foundations of Religious 
Liberty.” This was preceded and followed by visits to the nearby Wight- 
man Burial Ground where guides pointed out things of interest. 

The pageant was written, directed and presented entirely by mem- 
bers of the First Church of Groton, Connecticut’s oldest Baptist church 
which was founded in 1705. It vividly presented in seven scenes life 
and the church in the early 1700’s and some of the hardships of that 
era. 


Sunday Evening 

Returning to the Central Church, Norwich, supper was served at 
5:30, followed by a hymn sing in the sanctuary at 6:30 led by the 
Rev. Ralph Seguine, Jr. At the evening service at 7:00 the Ordinance 
of Baptism was observed. President Pierce introduced the speaker 
of the evening. Rev. Dr. Elbert E. Gates, Jr., Church World Service 
Representative at Hong Kong, who brought greetings from the Chinese 
Baptists in Hong Kong, from Baptists in the Garo Hills of Assam, and 
from Baptists in Moscow where he met Dr. Edwin Tuller, American 
Baptist Convention General Secretary. Dr. Gates is well-known in 
Connecticut where his father served as executive secretary of the 
Connecticut Convention for many years. 

Dr. Gates used as his text “Inasmuch as ye have done it unto the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me” and thrilled 
the Convention with stories of his work in Hong Kong. Dr. Gates 
said he has come into a new appreciation of the simple things of life 
from his work with the Chinese refugees. They have had so much trouble 
and the tangibles of life have been denied them but there is so much 
happiness among them from the intangibles, which are the spiritual 
and lasting things of life. Dr. Gates stressed the word “love” and said 
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that only as love is personified in the lives we are living does it have 
any value. Dr. Gates said that there is hardly any juvenile delinquency 
in Hong Kong, despite the horrible living conditions because “family 
love is tremendous and there is no unloved child.” 

The Convention closed with a Communion service conducted by the 
Rev. Nicholas Titus, assisted by Dr. Gates and the Rev. Dr. John Pixley, 
American Baptist missionary to Nicaragua who was attending the 
convention. The following ministers served as deacons: Richard Pur- 
chase, Floyd LaBombard, Paul Schoonmaker, Burtis Crooks, Clifford 
Taylor, Ralph Seguine, Jr., Charles Sargent, Jr., Walter Schoepfer, 
Roswell Cummings, Donald Robinson and Fred Trevorrow. 

Rev. Nicholas Titus pronounced the benediction. There were 170 
delegates, 279 visitors, 300 youth, making a total of 749 registered at 
the convention.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 
Rev. Nicholas Titus 


“Getting to know you . . . getting to know all about you.” So run the 
words of a popular song. In a way, this expresses my feelings as I begin 
my third year as your Executive Secretary. Now, when I see the name of 
a church, a pictui'e of the building comes quickly to mind. When I hear 
a pastor’s name, I can see his face. 

I may not know all about you, but I’m beginning to know quite a 
few things about you. I have shared in your successes as well as your 
frustrations. I have participated in the happy occasion of the marriage of 
a minister. I have sat with the mourners at the funeral services of several 
of our beloved pastors. 

I have been with some of you in the traumatic experience which comes 
to a church whose minister moves to another field. I have been inspired 
as I have seen lay people draw themselves together in search for a new 
pastor, and the work of the Kingdom carried on. 

Our Convention is making a real effort to involve lay men and women 
in the work we do together. Many committee meetings are now scheduled 
for late afternoons, evenings and Saturdays, so that lay people will find 
it possible to attend. Our weekend Convention this fall is an experiment, 
to see if more lay folks can be present at our sessions. 

Tire newly-instituted Pastoral Salary Fund is assisting one church 
toward providing an adequate salary for its pastor. There are several 
churches which are considering making application for this kind of help. 
Some churches, under the impetus of the Pastoral Salary Pimd and its 
minimum salary standard, have reviewed their pastor’s salary and increased 
it on their own. It is hoped that more churches will include the Pastoral 
Salary Fund in their local budget, so that this kind of help will be available 
to churches which need it. 

Our Ledyard-Gales Ferry Church now has its first full-time pastor. 
The Rev. William Donahue began his work there on June 24. Our Con- 
vention, the American Baptist Home Mission Society, the Stonington 
Union-New London Association, as well as other churches in the state, 
are sharing in the support of this new church. 

The Mansfield Church was enabled through CHEC fimds to acquire 
the services of Dr. William Malcomson as pastor. Besides serving as pas- 
tor of the church. Dr. Malcomson will explore the possibilities of work 
with students and faculty at the University of Connecticut. 

The Rev. Edward Chipman of East Killingly has been employed on 
a part-time basis by the Committee on Church Welfare, Planning and 
Research as a consultant in church extension. Mr. Chipman is investi- 
gating a number of areas where a Baptist work may be indicated. His 
past experience with the American Baptist Home Mission Society makes 
him a valuable resource as we explore areas for church extension. 

We are planning a church extension conference for association leaders 
on December 7. It is hoped that our associations will take an active and 
responsible role in the starting -of new churches in areas where this need 
is indicated. 
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Our office has been used, in new and varied ways. An orientation 
luncheon for new pastors was held at the office on September 28. Eight 
new pastors and one new director of Christian Education were present 
for this program. Late last fall, the Convention House was host to a group 
of American Baptist students from the Hartford Seminary Foundation. 
Several churches have used the office for retreats, planning conferences, 
and church in-the-world conferences. An American Baptist missionary 
appointee and his wife and six-year old son lived in the office guest rooms 
for a month while waiting for their apartment to be readied near the 
Hartford Seminary campus. 

Camp Wightman has again had a busy summer, plus the off-season 
use made by local churches and organizations. The Pierce Memorial Bap- 
tist Home continues its valuable service to the senior residents who call 
it their home. We note with satisfaction that the Home has burned its 
mortgage this year. 

A much-needed Long-Range Planning Committee, headed by C. Stan- 
ton iGallup, has been appointed. This committee is beginning to lay plans 
for the future program and needs of our Convention, the Pierce Memorial 
Baptist Home and Camp Wightman. 

Mrs. Titus and I wish to thank the churches and individuals who 
helped make it possible for us to participate in the Puerto Rican preach- 
ing mission last November. We have spoken and shown our slides 26 times, 
and are still scheduled in the months ahead. I participated in a preaching 
mission at the Genesee Church of Rochester, New York and the Silliman 
Church of Bridgeport, as a part of the B.J.A. program of preaching evan- 
gelism. 

I am currently serving as chairman of a joint committee exploring 
merger of the Calvary and First Churches of New Haven. 

The Rev. Major L. Johnson and the Rev. P. William Ortolf, my fellow 
staff members, are continuing to give tirelessly of themselves to the work 
of our Convention. Our president, Mrs. Amasa D. Pierce, has spoken in a 
number of chiurches and has represented our Convention at mortgage 
burnings, church dedications and other special functions. Her attendance 
at numerous committee meetings in Hartford and elsewhere has been 
very helpful. 

We are indebted to the many individuals who serve as committee 
and Board members, as well as counselors at Camp Wightman. It is 
inspiring to see how many people are willing to dedicate their time and 
talent to the work of God’s Kingdom. 

The apostle Paul wrote to another man by the name of Titus as 
follows: “And let our people learn to apply themselves to good deeds, so 
as to help cases of urgent need, and not to be unfruitful.” 

YTiat better word could be transmitted to our churches today! 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

Rev. F. William Ortolf 

This annual report marks the beginning of my fourth year for the 
Master in the vineyard of Connecticut. First, let me report that it has 
been an extremely busy year, full of activity. It has brought many satis- 
factions to me personally and I pray many forward steps in the work of 
the Kingdom. 

The work of your director is tied very closely with three important 
groups of om’ convention family, that of the Department of Christian 
Education, the Committee of Christian Higher Education and the Trustees 
of Baptist Camps in Connecticut, Inc. Since the reports of these three 
groups will be presented to the convention I need not report in detail on 
their aspect of my work. I should like to highlight a part of our pro- 
gram, though, for this past year. 

BAPTIST EVENING FELLOWSHIP — This year we launched into a new 
educational program, the Baptist Evening Fellowship. 

Here is a complete, graded program that meets the needs of American 
Baptist churches everywhere for small group study, fellowship and action. 
The Baptist Evening Fellowship encourages our generation’s revival of 
interest in the Bible, gives the whole family a meaningful experience of 
church fellowship and worship, and develops potential leadership in each 
person through “faith-to-faith” encounter with other Christians. Through 
the Baptist Evening Fellowship members are motivated for Christian 
witness in their daily work, home and social relationships. New resources 
for this program include a filmstrip, “Too Rough to Go Slow,” “Kinder- 
garten Story Time,” “Primary Pathways,” “Adventure Time” (Junior), 
“Contact” (Junior High), and “Frontiers” (Adults). For the older youth 
the “Encounter” packet has been revamped and the senior highs will 
notice that “The High Call” has been enlarged as far as content and 
material is concerned. 

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION — Under the leadership of the Rev. Earl 
A. Abel, we are organizing our board into a policy making body with con- 
cern for leadership in the total field of Christian Education. The board 
this year encouraged and sponsored Vacation Church School workshops, 
counselor training programs- for camp, association training conferences, 
annual conference for Board of Christian Education, and an active youth 
and camping program. 

CAMP WIGHTMAN — This year we operated nine camps with a regis- 
tration of 677 campers and leaders. This represented 71 of our churches 
sending folks to our camping program. Through weekend conferences and 
picnics, we reached another 664 folks for a grand total of 1,341 using our 
camp facilities during 1962. (There are two more weekend groups scheduled 
which are not included in the above figures.) 

When Mrs. Horace Gale, our state chairman of camping, moved from 
Connecticut it was a loss to the Christian Education Department as well 
as to the Connecticut Baptist Convention. Mrs. Gale had served on the 
Board of Christian Education as a member, chairman and camp repre- 
sentative for seventeen years, seven of these years as chairman. She 
served under three directors of Christian Education, the Rev. Dr. Edwin 
H. Tuller, the Rev. Dr. M. Edward Clark and your present director. 

YOUTH WORK — I would like to mention a project that our State 
Baptist Youth Fellowship has undertaken and solicit your prayers and 
assistance. In 1963, the Sixth Baptist Youth World Conference is being 
held in Beirut, Lebanon. Our Baptist young people, at their May conven- 
tion, voted unanimously to send a delegate from Connecticut. This is going 
to involve approximately $1,200 for which our local youth groups are being 
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asked to conduct projects, then send their contributions to the state office. 
For the next few months you will be hearing of these local projects and 
we hope you will support your youth group in helping their dream to 
come true. 

CONCLUSION — In closing this report I should like to express my 
sincere appreciation to the Board of Managers, the members of the De- 
partment of Christian Education, to the association chairmen of Christ- 
ian Education, the trustees of Baptist Camps of Connecticut, Inc., and 
the members of the Committee of Christian Higher Education for their 
loyalty and support this past year. In fact, all the folks on these boards 
and committees have my sincere thanks, as I am sure they have yours. 

This report, and our work in Connecticut, would not be possible with- 
out the expression of sincere appreciation to our secretaries here in the 
office. All have rendered service under difficult circiunstances and above 
and beyond the call of duty. I know that they continue to work in your 
interest. God bless them, one and all.

The undesignated amount of $148,280.49 is the figure used in 1961 as 
the basis of our 25% return from the American Baptist Convention for 
the support of our Convention work in Connecticut. All four items, un- 
designated, designated, America For Christ and World Fellowship Offer- 
ings count on the goals given to the churches, but our return percentage 
is based on the undesignated giving only. 

The total giving of $230,290.34 may seem impressive to many of us, 
but when we take our 32,590 resident members into consideration we must 
face the fact that this represents but $7.07 per member. This is not so 
impressive. The total giving of American Baptists on the national level 
is $63.02 per Baptist — this means all giving for local expenses, building 
funds, non-Baptist benevolences and Baptist benevolences. 

It might be well for us to face these realistic facts and not be too 
negative in om’ attitudes about the opportunities we are given to support 
the world-wide Mission of the Church. 

The American Baptist Convention has launched a Tithing Enlistment 
Program to challenge us in oiir giving. What would this mean for us? If 
we multiplied our 32,590 members by the per capita income the govern- 
ment reported in 1960, which was $2,223, Connecticut would be slightly 
higher. We would have a figure of $72,447,570. One-tenth of this would be 
$7,244,757. 

If we would adopt the ideal goal of as much for others as for ourselves, 
we would have : 

For om-selves — $3,622,378; For others — $3,622,378; *For our- 
selves in 1961 — $890,678; For others in 1961 — $230,290. 

This represents only $7.07 per capita giving for Missions in our Con- 
vention. This confirms the need for the new thrust of Stewardship Edu- 
cation in our churches and it is hoped that many will take advantage of 
the Tithing Enlistment Program under the direction of the Division of 
World Mission Support of the American Baptist Convention. *Figures 
taken from 1961 Church Letters.

Our 1962 giving to the Unified Budget is ahead of last year. But part 
of this is due to late remittances. Some of the 1961 returns were too late 
to be included in that year and were credited in 1962. This is not the 
whole story, however. Om- giving is ahead of last year but at the end of 
August (eight-month period) we were short of our goal by $11,450. As 
this report is written there are three months left and churches are urged 
to make a real year-end emphasis in order to reach our goal of $197,000 
for 1962 and exceed it by December 31. 

EVANGELISM 

The chairman of our Evangelism Committee, Rev. Hal M. Helms, has 
given some interesting facts concerning the program of evangelism in 
our Convention. The five years of the Baptist Jubilee Advance will not 
end in 1964. All of the study books and well-outlined programs are still 
available and they can be used any year, if they have not been a part of 
yom church’s program in the past. 

We are looking forward now to the central aim of the Baptist Jubilee 
Advance Fifth Year in its special emphasis on “Mission to the World” 
which is for American Baptists to bear witness to the gospel of reconcilia- 
tion in the current world of international crisis, revealed in the tensions 
between nations, racial strife and revolutionary change. 

Plans have been made and the place and date have been set for the 
1963 Mission to Ministers. It will be held at Senexet House, South Wood- 
stock, Connecticut, February 28-March 2. 

The Convention’s program of Evangelism is designed as an aid and 
guidance to pastors and churches. But no program will evangehze unless 
the individual church member understands that he is a witness to the 
Gospel in his everyday living — wherever he is— all twenty-four hours of 
every day of every week of the year. 

THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 

The Connecticut Baptist is published monthly with the exception of 
the July and August issues, which are combined. This is an important 
arm of our work as a Baptist family and we are grateful to our editors. 
Rev. Nicholas Titus and Mrs. Charles Smith, for the diligent work they 
are doing to make our paper one of the best in the denomination.

The week following the convention we 
sponsored a work weekend at Camp Wightman. During the winter 
months, we had no state activities but served the association and local 
groups through workshops and personal visitations. These workshops 
were spread throughout the state and did much to improve the work of 
our Bi.Y.F.s. 

In the spring a number of our young people attended the National 
Citizenship Seminar in Washington, D.C. and New York City. Our con- 
vention was held in May at the Southington Baptist Church. Michael 
Blake, past national B.Y.F. Vice-President, was our speaker. Miss Lynne 
Eckman, Eastern Vice-President, also was present. 

This summer we were represented at Green Lake and at Ocean 
Park, Maine. The Senior High Conference and Work Camp at Wightman 
were successful and inspiring. 

At our convention, we set up the following projects; to hold work 
w eekends at Wightman in October and April, to sponsor a State Christian 
Citizenship Seminar, and to hold our state convention in the Noank 
church. 

We adopted a project this year which we feel will provide our youth 
with a real challenge. The project is to send next year’s State B.Y.F. 
president, or a qualified substitute, to Beirut, Lebanon, for the sessions 
of the Baptist World Alliance Youth Congress. This person will have the 
opportunity to discuss world problems with Baptist young people from 
every part of the world. When this person returns, he will be available 
to speak to B.Y.F. groups all over the state. The estimated cost will be 
$1200. This will be raised by our local groups. We ask your support and 
prayers in this venture. 

The State Council has already begun an active program of speaking 
around the state. We have visited two association meetings so far and 
hope to reach the rest inside of two months. One of our goals is to get 
a member of the State Council to visit every local group. 

We would like to thank our advisor, the Rev. Howard E. May, for his 
help this past year and look forward to working with him again next year. 
We would also hke to thank the Rev. F. William OrtoK for his guidance. 
We, the Baptist Youth of Connecticut, face a challenging year, but I am 
certain that, with God’s help, we shall do a creditable job.

The Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut is happy to 
report its activities for the last twelve months. Our theme for the year 
was “You are Witnesses.” 

We began the year’s program with a full Board meeting held at 
the First Church, New Haven, when all committees and committee chair- 
men were appointed and future Board meeting dates chosen. The Board 
meeting dates and places were: October 18, 1961 at First Church, New 
Britain; January 29, 1962, at Baptist Headquarters; and May 1, at Calvary 
Church, New Haven. 

The purpose of our women’s work as projected by the National 
Council of American Baptist Women is: 

“To unite all the women of our churches into a fellowship that will

As one scans the financial report above one readily sees that the 
Home had a deficit of nearly $2,000.00. We hope to have a much better 
report for the current year as the rates for board and room were adjusted 
beginning May 1, 1962. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Woman’s Board on March 29 the 
Doxology was sung with great gusto because a check for $1,250. had 
just been received to finish paying the mortgage on the Home. The per- 
son making this gift wishes to remain anonymous. 

Gifts received the first six months of the current year have not been 
as much as were received during the same period last year. Gifts from 
the churches have been more, but individual gifts have been about $1,70Q. 
less. 

The ministers of the state continue to come to the Home every Sun- 
day and give us fine inspirational sermons. Many choirs and groups of 
young people accompany their pastors and assist in the services. Many 
have come for the first time but there are still a few who have not enter- 
ed into this fine fellowship. 

The Woman’s Board continues its wonderful service to the Home. At 
the Annual Meeting 100 enthusiastic women met in the basement. Re- 
ceipts from the Garden Party were $919.72. Favors for every holiday have 
graced our tables and have been made by different Women’s Groups. 
Other gifts made by members of this group are 24 pillow slips, 6 plastic 
tablecloths, 46 dish wipers, hand vacuum cleaner, mimeograph for cards, 
candy, everyday cards and corsages. 

A new sign has been placed at the entrance, a gift from Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Homer Hawkins of Willimantic. Mrs. Hawkins is treasurer of 
the Woman’s Board. 

Many fine things are done each year, not only by the Woman’s Board 
but also by individual people and church groups.

We were all stimulated by his presence, and were inspired by the many 
suggestions which he made for the improvement and further use of 
our Camp.

Minutes 

The '124th annual meeting of the Fairfield Association was held 
at the Community Baptist Church, Norwalk on February 16, 1963. 

The Rev. Richard Boddie opened the meeting at 1:15 p.m. with 
the reading of Paul’s letter to Philemon and the singing of two hymns. 

The Rev. Nicholas Titus conducted the worship service, opening 
with prayer. His sermon, “Sharing of Faith,” provided a challenge that 
we, as Christians, share our faith through pastoral ministry and 
leadership, stewardship, and as the scattered church. 

The business meeting was opened by the Moderator, Rev. Richard 
Boddie, at 1:55 p.m. Rev. Ralph Seguine, Jr. presented the greetings 
of the host church, Mr. Boddie responding for the Association. Rev. 
Fred Trevorrow, program chairman, presented the program which 
was adopted by unanimous vote. 

The Secretary-Treasurer’s report was read and accepted. 

Rev. William S. Hicks, chairman of the Resolutions Committee, 
reviewed the eleven resolutions proposed. It was unanimously voted 
to adopt these. Rev. Mr. Trevorrow stated that we should go on record 
that, “This Association is opposed to any legislation which would permit 
parimutuel betting within the state” and that a copy of this resolution 
be sent to the leaders of the Senate and House of Representatives and 
also to the chairmen of the two major political parties. This was 
regularly moved, seconded and ordered by unanimous vote. The Reso- 
lutions Committee is to act as a Social Action Force setting up the 
mechanism to implement these resolutions. 
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Rev. Claude Peters, chairman of the Nominating Committee, pre- 
sented a slate of new officers which was accepted. It was then voted 
to close nominations and empower the Secretary to cast one ballot 
in favor of the proposed officers. The names are appended to these 
minutes. 

The reports of officers and committees were distributed and accepted 
by unanimous vote. 

Mrs. Harley R. Nelson, superintendent of the Pierce Baptist Home 
reported on the work and needs of the Home. Five of this Association’s 
churches gave canned goods last year and seven contributed money 
for the working fund. For the first time in several years the Home 
expects to finish its year in the black. Mrs. Nelson reminded us 
that here was a Christian Home where there is real concern. 

Rev. Fred Trevorrow introduced Mr. Peter Young, president of 
the Baptist Youth of Connecticut, who announced the election of officers 
to be held at Noank and that a representative is to be sent to the 
B.Y.P. International Conference to be held in Beirut, Lebanon. 

Mr. Tevorrow spoke on the advantages and needs of Camp Wight- 
man. While contributions are important, the need for counselors is 
paramount. There will be two training sessions and he urged that 
many volunteer to share their time and talents. 

Rev. Nicholas Titus spoke of coming events and programs. The 
Unified Budget giving was increased in 1962. He reminded us that 
twenty-five percent comes back to thie State for the support of its 
program and outreach. 

Dr. Norman H. Maring, Professor of Church History, Eastern 
Baptist Seminary, was introduced by Rev. Dr. A. W. Sheckells. His 
subject, “What About the Association,” covered the historical back- 
ground and purposes of associations and pointed out that the associa- 
tions give outward expression that the church is something more 
than a local congregation. Churches should hold communion together 
fo their mutual aid and edification. He posed several questions which 
were later discussed in the various workshops. 

The meeting was then recessed to the various workshop groups 
for Women, Men, Young People, and Ministers. The discussions were 
very fruitful and will serve as a basis for future planning of this 
association’s program. 

A delicious dinner was prepared and served by our hosts. During 
this period, Miss Esther Salzman, missionary to the Philippines, spoke 
of the customs, people, the missionary activity and progress in that 
country. “We do not have the right to question whether we should 
disturb these nations because we have Christ’s command, ‘Go ye into 
all the world.’ ” 

The meeting was reconvened in the sanctuary at 7:10 p.m. by the 
moderator with prayer and the reading of the Fourth Chapter of 
Ephesians. 

It was voted to take an offering which was to be contributed to 
the fund now being raised to send a representative from the Baptist 
Youth to the International Conference at Beirut, Lebanon. 

Rev. Ralph Seguine sang the offertory hymn. 

The officers and chairmen were then installed by Rev. Nicholas 
Titus. 
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Dr. Norman H. Maring presented the sermon based on the Scrip- 
ture reading, “A Calhng to which you have been called.” We must 
wake up to that calling and move toward God before we go before 
people. We are called to be a worshiping, witnessing and serving 
people. We must learn what it means to worship and to have fellow- 
ship in worship. It is imperative that we become a deeply committed, 
disciplined people, living demonstrations of the power of God’s love.”

Minutes

M. Cooper of Torrington, assisted by Rev. Nicholas Titus, executive 
secretary of our State Convention.

The following reports were presented and accepted. 

1. News from the Churches read by the Clerk. The clerk’s report 
stated that fifteen churches out of twenty-five submitted reports, 
indicating a total of 192 Baptisms, 121 members received by 
letter, 50 members received otherwise; 83 recorded deaths, 156 
losses by letter, 113 otherwise — an actual gain of 11. A total 
of 5,967 resident members and 1,130 non-resident members. 

2. Treasurer’s report.

4. All other reports were printed and distributed. 
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New business: Progress Report on the Constitution for the Hart- 
ford Baptist Association, read by Rev. Jerry C. Freiert of Canton, chair- 
man of the Constitution Committee. One of the expressions on the 
part of the committee was that properly functioning, the committees 
of the Association supplement and complement the state committees. 

At Rev. Kenneth Cooper’s recommendation it was voted that we 
ask the State Convention to consider advisability of making the chair- 
man or his designate of each Association Committee an invited person 
to the meetings of the corresponding State Convention Committee to 
make for a more direct tie-in with the state program. 

Our State Convention was represented by Rev. Nicholas Titus, 
executive secretary, and Rev. Major Johnson, assistant secretary of 
the State Convention. They spoke briefly on the work of the Convention 
and urged support for the A.B.C. World Mission program — tithing- — 
and enlisting in new programs launched by the Convention. 

The moderator. Rev. James McBride, invited all to the forthcoming 
dedication of A.B.C. headquarters at Valley Forge. 

The following committee was appointed for our 175th Anniversary 
coming up in two years; Rev. Alex Elsesser, Rev. Heyward Foreman, 
Rev. Hal Helms, Rev. Herbert Hunt, Rev. Clayton Smith. 

The evening worship was conducted by the Rev. Alex A. Elsesser 
of Manchester, who opened the service with a hymn, “God Of Grace 
And Of Glory,” followed by scripture reading A very fine musical 
program was given by the choir of the host ' church, followed by a 
prayer by Rev. Alex H. Elsesser. 

Rev. James McBride introduced our guest speaker. Dr. C. Emanuel 
Carlson, executive director of the Baptist Joint Committee on Public 
Affairs, Washington, D. C. During his seven years in the Washington 
office. Dr. Carlson’s emphasis has been on the clarification and the 
communication of the meaning of the basic Baptist insights. The Biblical 
basis of Baptist concern of religious liberty, the meaning of Baptist 
insights for public policies today, and the analysis of Baptist institu- 
tional policies in the light of theological premises are representative 
centers of interest. 

Dr. Carlson brought an inspiring message on, “Lay Christianity In 
The Twentieth Century.” He emphasized the exceptional opportunity 
for lay witness in our time. There is a tendency for human behavior 
to crystalize into patterns and for the Life of the Spirit to be lost. 
We are faced with the ideological mind. People are seeking and reach- 
ing out for something from Christians that they should really get from 
the Lord. Nothing can take the place of a personal experience with 
the Lord. If Jesus were here today He would say, “I am the way, 
the truth and the life.” We need to ask ourselves if we are bearing 
the truth and are we living the life? Our witness must take into 
account the scientific mind. This is an exploring generation with 
ever expanding privileges. It is a great day to be alive and a great 
day for Christian witness. Life can be transformed in this generation 
if we let God act and are willing to be messengers for Him. 

After a hymn, “Rise Up Oh Men Of God,” and benediction by 
Rev. J. Stanton Conover, the association adjourned. 

There were about 125 at the association meetings and over 85 for 
supper. Only 12 churches were represented out of 25.

Minutes 

The 191st session of the Stonington Union Baptist Association and 
147th session of the New London Baptist Association, meeting 
as the Stonington Union-New London Baptist Association for its second 
annual meeting since the merger of the two associations on Septeniber 
18, 1960, was held at the First Church, New London on May 6, 1962 
at 4:00 p.m. 

The Rev Warren Molton, moderator, called the business session 
to order at 4:30 p.m. The Rev. Earl Abel led in devotions. Dr. Mason 
brought the welcome and greetings of the host church. Roll call of 
churches indicated 108 pastors and delegates from 21 of 27 churches 
on our rolls. There were more than 40 visitors and friends. 

Minutes of the previous annual meeting were received as printed. 
The treasurer reported receipts of $620.58 from churches and activities 
and disbursements of $362.21, with a balance of $431i.39 as of May 6, 
1962. In addition, $15,624.64 was reported in two trust funds. 

Rev. Dr. Merle H. Mason, chairman of the Church Affairs Com- 
mittee, reported a request of the association to assist the Ledyard- 
Gales 'Perry Church in supporting a full-time pastor in the amount 
of $2,600.00 for the first year. This committee and the Finance Com- 
mittee recommended that: (1) One percent of total expenditures for 
current expenses and benevolences in the latest fiscal year be requested 
of each association church to raise a budget to meet this commitment. 
(2) The Board of Managers of the Connecticut Baptist Convention has 
approved a plan to allow this association to seek gifts from Baptist 
churches throughout the state to help carry this program for the 
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year 1962-63. (3) Every church in our association be asked to work 
out suitable procedures to meet the need of the commitment in the 
months immediately ahead. It was reported that the Baptist Fellowship 
of Old Lyme is continuing activity. 

The Pastoral Affairs Committee reported that two men have been 
guided in preparation for ordination: David Bowes, pastor Packerville 
and Sterling Hill churches; and William D. Donahue, a member of 
the Poquonock Bridge Baptist Church and attending Eastern Theo- 
logical Seminary. The Rev. Miss Edith Northrop is committee chairman. 

The Christian Education Committee, Rev. Forrest Emerson, chair- 
man, told of the many fields in which association churches had made 
significant achievement, including formation of Tl new classes, increase 
in church school attendance, not less than three teacher training 
programs, schools of missions, 11 vacation church schools, a vacation 
church school workshop, a school of methods workshop for teacher 
training, and an annual conference. These served to assist 225 adults 
in their educational task. 

The Rev. Carleton Worcester, chairman, reported that Baptists 
in this association were leaders in work concerned with cooperative 
Christianity and ecumenical affairs. 

Neal Grundy of Colchester, chairman of Missionary and Steward- 
ship Education, presented achievement awards to representatives of 
the Quaker Hill Church, the Niantic Church and the Poquonock Bridge 
Church. 

Rev. Wade Hiltabidel, chairman of the Missions and Evangelism 
Committee, pointed out the essential imperatives of B.J.A. IV and 
directed thinking on the motives of evangelism. 

Rev. Richard Purchase, chairman Communications Committee, 
reported that association news letters have been regularly distributed 
every other month to all churches of the association. 

Mrs. Frank Cohanski, chairman Program Committee, reported 
that the program of the day was the report of the committee and 
expressed her deep gratitude for all who made the program possible. 

The Rev. Donald Lossing, chairman Nominations Committee, pre- 
sented the slate of officers as listed above. It was voted affirmatively 
to have the clerk cast one affirmative vote for the slate of officers as 
submitted by the Nominations Committee. 

Royce Gray, chairman Stewardship and Finance Committee, sub- 
mitted a budget of $3,100 for the coming year. It was recommended 
that the several trust funds of the association be combined to create 
the Stonington Union-New London Association Rising Fund. 

Kip Anderson, SU-NL B.Y.F. president, noted four events of the 
group. They were a roller skating party, a Brotherhood banquet, a 
visit to an exhibit of religious art, and a Witness workshop. 

William Latham, vice-president of the Association Men’s Fellowship, 
stressed the rapid growth of the group and its service in helping new 
groups to effectively reach more men. Ray Bordner of Quaker Hill 
is the new president. 

The Woman’s Baptist Missionary Society’s report of the president, 
Mrs. Fred Johnston, was read by Mrs. Emery Davis, noting the success 
of the group in completing their White Cross assignment and reaching 
$1,459.21 through the Love Gift. Mrs. William Braisted will be the 
speaker for the annual meeting of the " society on May 17, 1962 at 
the First Church, Norwich. 
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“The SUNLA'MS” (Assn. Ministers Society) met regularly each 
month, with wives as guests on the even months, for enrichment, 
fellowship and sharing, reported the Rev. Richard Purchase, president. 

The moderator announced the call for an ordination council for 
May 20 at the Central Church, Norwich, by churches wishing to have 
Mr. Bowes and Mr. Donahue examined. 

Under new business it was voted affirmatively to adopt the budget 
report of the Stewardship and Finance Committee for the amount 
of $3,100. 

Upon requesit of the Poquonock Bridge Church, it was voted af- 
firmatively that an ordination council be called for Mr. William Donahue. 

It was voted affirmatively that the following recommendations 
for proposed amendments of the constitution as submitted by the Rev. 
Earl Abel be included in the agenda of the annual meeting of May, 
1963. (A) Article V, Section 6. Delete this section. (B) Article VI, 
Section 1, b. Change the last clause as follows: “with the Association 
Council serving as the association permanent council and this com- 
mittee serving as the examining committee.” (C) Article VI, Section 1, j. 
Add the following: “The chairman of the Nominating Committee shall 
be the association member of the Nominating Committee of the 
Connecticut Baptist Convention. (D) Article VII, Section 4. Change 
the first clause of the last sentence as follows: “Delegates from a 
majority of member churches shall constitute a quorum, . . .” 

No further business coming from the meeting, adjournment was 
called at 6:12 p.m. The Women’s League of the host church served 
a dehghtful supper to 128 persons. 

At the evening session devotions and program included a devotional 
presentation by the Rev. Louis J. Shepler and a duet by Mrs. Dorothy 
Eastland and Mrs. Meral LaPointe.

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ORDINATION 

Standards of Ordination 

The Minister’s Council will endeavor to maintain the following 
standards for ordination: 

1. The candidate for ordination shall be a member of the church 
which ordains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination shall be on the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Ministerial Standing of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention and shall be sent to all of the churches of its association. 

3. Education qualifications for ordination shall be: 

a. Standard college and theological studies with graduation. 

b. Or, standard theological studies with graduation besides two 
years of college study. 

4. If a candidate for ordination has not had the educational prepara- 
tion listed above, his ordination shall not be granted until he has com- 
pleted at least a two-year course of prescribed study. 

5. A candidate for ordination shall have completed his course of 
studies and shall be either a pastor or pastor-elect or under appointment 
for missionary or religious work. 

6. A candidate for ordination must satisfy the ordaining council by 
being able to give clear convictions of truth upon subjects kindred to 
God; the Person of Christ; the work of the Holy Spirit; the church and 
its ordinances; world wide missions; and by giving evidence of the im- 
plications of these truths in their relationship to the life of the individual, 
the life of the church, and the life of the world. 

Procedure for Ordination 

1. The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for a 
meeting of the candidate with the examining committee of the Associa- 
tion Permanent Council and makes contact with the State Permanent 
Council, forwarding full data as to the qualifications of the candidates. 

2. Upon the recommendation of the examining committee of the 
Association Permanent Council after it has advised the State Council, 
the church calls said Association Council through its moderator to as- 
semble as a council of examining for ordination. 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President 
and General Secretary of the Convention, the State Permanent Council, 
and such other guests as the church and the candidate may desire. 

4. It is suggested that the date for the service of ordination should 
not be set until after the council of examination has recommended that 
the church proceed with the ordination service. 

5. Where there is no Association Permanent Council the church of 
which the candidate is a member should present the candidate to the 
State Permanent Council for examination and upon its recommendation 
proceed to call a council of examination for ordination. Invitations to 
the council should be issued as in Sec. 3, above. 

6. Clerk of each association should file the minutes of the action of 
the Association Permanent Council with the State Convention Permanent 
Council.
